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A  LINCOLN  POLE  RAISING. 


An  Eye-witness  Describes  an  Incident 
in  the  Campaign  of  1360.      .  -~ 

How  the  raising'  of  a  Lincoln  flag- 
pole furnished  the  opportunity  for  an 
outburst  of  political  enthusiasm  is  told 
by  O.  A.  Garrelson  in  a  recent  issue  pf 
"The  Palimpsest"  published  by  the 
State  Historical  Society  of  Iowa  at 
Iowa  City. 

On  July  ^S,  1SG0,  nearly  two  thou- 
sand people  gathered  in  Jackson  Town- 
ship, Henry  County,  Iowa,  to  promote 
the  candidacy  of  Abraham  Lincoln  by 
the  erection  of  a  flagpole.  Four  per- 
fectly straight  trees  of  different  sizes 
were  selected  so  as  to  lor  ma  strong-, 
uniformly  tapering'  pole  when  spliced. 
The  ends  of  the  trees  were  then  hewn 
at  a  long'  angle  and  laid  together.  Two- 
inch  auger  holes  y  ere  bored  through 
the  splices  and  into  these  wooden  pins 
were  driven.  Strong  iron  bands  ,were 
then  slipped  over  the  small  end  of  the 
pole  and  pounded  down  over  the  taper- 
ing splices.  The  lower  section  pf  the 
flagpole  was  then  mortised  into  a 
heavy  base  log  and  firmly  braced. 

When  the  pole  was  finished  a  trench 
wide  enough  to  admit  the  base  log  was 
dug  to  a  depth  of  about  eight  feet. 
Then  the  work  of  .  raising  the  pole 
began.  The  base  was  rolled  into  the  ; 
trench  and  strong  men  with  pike  poles  j 
heaved  witli  all  their  might.  Slowly 
the  flagpole  v  as  elevated  a  few  feet,  I 
and  a  heavy  forked  guide  pole  held  it 
in  place  while  the  men  rested.  This 
process  was  repeated  again  and  again, 
until  the  groat ) pole  stood  erect.  From 
the  top,  a  hundred  feet  above  the 
ground  floated  a  huge  American  flag, 
and  inscribed  on  the  banner  were  the 
words  ".Lincoln  and  Hamlin."

Historic  Lincoln  Flagpole  Reposes 
In  Rafters  of  Scioto  County  Bridge 


|N  the  rafters  of  the  old  cov- 
ered wagon  bridge  that  spans 
the  Little  Scioto  river  at  Dix- 
on's mill  site  in  Scioto  county 
there  lies  a  long,  slender  flag 
pole  which  was  cut  by  John  S. 
Huddleston  and  his  brother, 
Powell  Huddleston,  while  home 
from  the  army  on  a  furlough  in 
the  fall  of  1864. 

When  news  arrived  in  the 
community  that  Lincoln  had 
been  re-elected  the  brothers 
searched  the  bottoms  and  up- 
lands and  adjoining  the  Little 
Scioto  for  a  tree  suitable  for  a 
flag  pole.  One  was  found,  al- 
most 70  feet  in  length,  slender, 
smooth,  and  straight.  It  was 
hauled  to  the  east  end  of  the 
bridge  and  preparations  went 
forward  for  the  raising. 

rYTHER  soldiers  home  on  fur- 
lough  or  sick  leave,  hearing 
of  the  enterprise  and  patriotism 
of  the  Huddleston  brothers, 
joined  them  in  enlarging  the 
plans  for  a  grand  patriotic 
gathering  for  the  raising. 

Plans  went  forward  and  the 
date  set.  But  not  far  away  was 
a  band  of  the  Knights  of  the 
Golden  Circle,  better  known  as 
Copperheads,  who  sent  word 
that  any  attempt  to  celebrate 
the  re-election  of  Lincoln  would 
be  broken  up  and  the  crowd  dis- 
persed. Any  flag  raised  in  honor 
of  Lincoln  would  be  torn  down 
by  force,  even  if  it  took  blood- 
shed to  accomplish  it. 

Word  was  returned  for  them 
to  come  on  and  the  challenge 
to  the  Copperheads  brought  out 
a  record  crowd.  The  women 
encouraged  the  men  and  said 


;.  they  proposed  to  be  present  and 
j   fight  in  defense  of  the  flag  if 

necessary. 

'JpHE  day  arrived  and  for  miles 
people  came  by  carriages,  by 
wagons,  on  foot  and  on  horse- 
back, but  no  Copperhead  dared 
show  himself.  The  flag  pole 
was  raised  without  interruption, 
remaining  until  the  close  of  the 
war. 

It  was  then  taken  down  care- 
fully and  stored  overhead  in  the 
covered  bridge.  There  it  lay  unj 
til  McKinley  was  elected  in 
1896,  when  it  was  brought  forth 
and  raised  on  the  old  site.  It 
was  again  taken  down  and  put 
in  the  old  place  where  it  has  re- 
mained ever  since. 

An  effort  is  now  being  made 
by  the  descendants  of  those  who 
were  instrumental  in  erecting 
the  pole  originally,  to  have  the 
state  take  it  over  and  preserve 
it  in  the  archives  of  the  histori- 
cal museum.  Walter  Huddle-, 
ston,  son  of  John  S.  Huddleston, 
one  of  the  two  brothers  who  cut 
the  pole,  is  the  leader  in  this 
movement.

Lincoln  Election 
Flag  Flies  Here 

Tattered  Banner  of  '60 
Campaign  Unfurled  by 
Daughters  of  Owner 

Tattered  and  threadbare,  the 
homemade  flag  which  a  young 
man  named  George  R.  Reynolds 
carried  during  the  heated  elec- 
tion campaign  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln in  1860  flew  yesterday  from 
the  porch  of  his  daughters,  Anna 
and  Elodie  Reynolds  at  their 
home,  5651  Franklin  Ave. 

Reynolds,  who  died  here  in 
1929  at  the  age  of  95,  had  par- 
ticipated in  18  election  cam- 
paigns. 


IN  TORCH  PARADES 

He  marched  through  Adams 
County,  Illinois,  in  the  torch- 
light parades  which  marked  the 
Great  Emancipator's  election  in 
November,  1860. 

The  flag,  made  by  his  sister 
Hannah,  grew  so  large  as  she 
patiently  sewed  on  each  red  and 
white  stripe  that  she  was  forced 
to  leave  off  two,  else  the  flag 
would  drag  on  the  ground  when 
young  Reynolds  and  his  fellow 
Lincoln  enthusiasts  paraded 
through  Houston  Township 
there.  Each  of  the  stars  was 
cut  from  paper  and  pasted  on 
the  field. 

IN  BOLD  LETTERS 

In  bold  letters  written  across 
the  middle  of  the  flag  were  the 
words,  Lincoln  and  Hamlin;  the 
latter  named  being  the  almost 
forgotten  Vice-President  during 
the  first  administration — Hanni- 
bal Hamlin,

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United  States  Flags  of 
Lincoln's  Presidential  Period 

With  Kansas  admitted  to  the  Union 
as  the  thirty-fourth  state  on  January 
29,  1861,  an  additional  star  was  added 
to  the  United  States  flag.  So  it  was 
a  thirty-four  star  flag  that  was  used 
at  the  time  of  Abraham  Lincoln's  first 
inaugural  on  March  4,  1861. 

During  Lincoln's  administration 
West  Virginia  (June  20,  1863)  and 
Nevada  (October  31,  1864)  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  Union.  Naturally,  one 
would  surmise  that  the  United  States 
flag  would  be  changed  from  thirty- 
four  stars  to  thirty-five,  and  then  to 
thirty-six.  However,  this  was  not  nec- 
essarily the  case.  According  to  Law- 
rence Phelps  Tower  of  the  United 
States  Flag  Foundation  of  New  York 
City,  Lincoln  wanted  the  flag  to  re- 
main unchanged  during  the  entire 
course  of  the  war,  and  since  there 
were  thirty-four  stars  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  war,  this  remained  the 
official  design. 

Undoubtedly  there  were  exceptions 
in  flag  design,  particularly  in  West 
Virginia  and  Nevada,  but  the  country 
was  so  hard  pressed  by  the  demands 
of  war  that  most  northern  troops  did 
not  receive  a  new  flag  (with  thirty- 
five  or  thirty-six  stars)  and  contin- 
ued to  carry  the  flag  with  thirty-four 
stars. 

During  the  Civil  War  some  Union 
extremists  made  unauthorized  flags 
with  only  twenty-three  stars,  remov- 
ing one  star  for  each  state  that  had 
seceded.  The  inventor,  Samuel  F.  B. 
Morse,  then  president  of  The  Ameri- 
can Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Na- 
tional Union,  proposed  that  the  Stars 
and  Stripes  be  divided  into  two  flags: 
"The  canton  cut  diagonally  from  top 
to  bottom  with  twenty-three  stars 
and  the  upper  six  and  a  half  stripes 
retained  by  the  North;  the  eleven 
stars  below  the  diagonal  and  the  lower 
six  and  a  half  stripes  to  go  to  the 
South.  Both  flags  would  then  be  fin- 
ished out  in  white  to  make  the  con- 
ventional rectangle."  These  sugges- 
tions received  a  "No"  from  President 
Lincoln  who  wanted  no  tinkering  with 
the  Stars  and  Stripes. 

While  Lincoln  would  not  allow  the 
flag  to  be  drastically  changed  during 
his  administration,  the  political  part- 
ies of  1860  had  no  qualms  about  using 
"Old  Glory"  for  campaign  purposes. 
All  kinds  of  liberties  were  taken  by

the  substitution  of  Lincoln's  picture 
or  campaign  slogans  for  the  field  of 
stars,  as  well  as  overprinting  the  flag 
with  the  names  of  presidential  candi- 
dates. Such  practice  today  would  be 
a  violation  of  the  flag  code  which  was 
approved  by  a  joint-resolution  of  Con- 
gress on  June  22,  1942.  The  code 
specifically  states  that  "the  flag 
should  never  have  placed  upon  it  any 
word,  design  or  drawing." 

Except  for  the  home  made  variety, 
and  there  were  a  great  many  of  them, 
most  manufactured  United  States 
flags  apparently  were  of  foreign  or- 
igin, because  the  first  American  flag 
manufactured  from  American  mater- 
ial was  hoisted  over  the  Capitol  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  on  July  24,  1866. 

Some  of  the  flags  and  one  1864 
banner  from  the  Lincoln  National  Life 
Foundation  collection  are  reproduced 
in  this  issue  of  Lincoln  Lore.

Our  mutual  friend  Bill  Kaland  of  Group  W,  Westinghouse  has 
instructed  me  ±o  write  to  you. 

I  am  also  collector  of  Abraham  Lincoln  memorabilia,  specialisin 
in  presidential  Campaigns  of  1860  and  64.

It  would 
appear  that  the  manufacturer  had  some  surplus  Bell  flags  and  had  strips  printed 
with  these  unrelated  type  faces  and  had  them  stitched  on  to  get  sales  four  years 
lat  er.  I've  another  item  that  I've  never  seen  elsewhere,  a  1864  campaign  ribbon 
on  cotton  sheer  fabric  with  portraits  of  both  Lincoln  and  Johnson,  lincoln  with 
beard,  all  other  1864  campaign  ribbons  for  Lincoln  have  his  1860  clean  shaven 
portrait  that  I  have  seen,  with  the  slogan  "peace  through  Victory".  It  is  in 
two  colors  red  and  blue  on  white.  I'll  take  a  foto  of  this  and  send  it  on  if  it 
interests  you. 

I  am  hoping  that  you  can  help  me  on  this  and  I'm  willing  to  pay 
whatever  charges  there  are.  Unfortunately  for  me  I've  only  found  out  recently 
about  your  fantastic  publication, "Lincoln  Lore".  I've  been  able  to  buy  100  issues 
but  not  complete  runs.

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The  only  known  John  C.  Breckenridge  1 860  portrait  campaign  flag,  Democrat  for 
president  against  Abraham  Lincoln,  highlights  Heritage  Auctions'  Nov.  17  Americana  & 
Political  Memorabilia  Auction  in  Dallas 

DALLAS,  TX  ~  A  wildly  uncommon  1 860  John  C.  Breckenridge  presidential  campaign 
flag  -  long  considered  impossible  to  obtain,  if  even  extant  -  will  highlight  Heritage 
Auctions'  Nov.  17  Grand  Format  Americana  Auction,  live  online  (www.HA.com)  and  in- 
person  at  Heritage's  Dallas  headquarters.  It  is  estimated  at  $75,000+. 

"This  is  one  of  the  most  important  finds  ever  in  the  political  collecting  hobby,"  said  Tom 
Slater,  Director  of  Americana  at  Heritage  Auctions.  "There  were  four  candidates  for  the 
1 860  election  and  portrait  banner  flags  have  long  been  known  for  three  of  the  candidates 
-  several  different  in  some  cases  -  but  no  one  has  ever  found  a  portrait  flag  for  the 
Breckinridge  &  Lane  ticket,  only  a  'name'  flag,  and  that's  in  an  institutional  collection.  It 
may  have  taken  nearly  150  years  of  looking,  but  this  flag  was  found  under  the 
floorboards  of  a  Philadelphia  house  and  now  we  have  it  for  auction." 

It's  not  an  overstatement  to  say  that  a  flag  like  this  one  of  the  "holy  grail"  items  for 
Political  and  Americana  collectors.  Now,  as  this  flag  prepares  for  its  collecting  debut, 
only  one  person  can  possibly  have  a  complete  collection  of  these  portrait  banner  flags  for 
this  very  important  1 860  election. 

John  C.  Breckinridge  was  the  incumbent  Vice  President,  under  James  Buchanan,  during 
the  1 860  election  campaign.  Like  Lincoln,  Breckenridge  hailed  from  Kentucky  and 
represented  the  Southern  Democrats  in  a  fractured  Democratic  Party.  His  platform  was 
pro-slavery  and  he  garnered  the  third  largest  amount  of  popular  votes  while  coming  in 
second  to  Lincoln  in  the  electoral  vote  tally.  As  an  interesting  aside,  after  losing  the 
election  and  as  the  outgoing  VP,  Breckenridge  actually  administered  the  oath  of  office  to 
Hannibal  Hamlin,  Lincoln's  Vice  President. 

"While  campaign  banners  in  the  style  of  American  flags  made  their  first  appearance  with 
the  1840  candidacy  of  William  Henry  Harrison,"  said  Heritage  Auctions'  Slater,  "and 
were  made  in  a  variety  of  sizes  and  styles  for  most  presidential  tickets  up  through  the  late 
1800s,  a  surprisingly  small  number  have  survived.  Particularly  prized  are  flags  of  1860 


and  1864,  endorsing  Abraham  Lincoln  and  his  various  opponents." 

In  1 860  the  Democratic  Party  fragmented,  and  there  were  a  total  of  four  major 
presidential  candidates:  Lincoln,  Stephen  Douglas,  John  Bell,  and  Breckinridge, 
Buchanan's  vice  president  during  the  previous  term  and  the  candidate  of  what  was  left  of 
the  historic  Democratic  Party.  Six  different  varieties  of  Lincoln  portrait  flags  are  known, 
while  three  for  Stephen  Douglas  and  a  single  style  for  Bell  are  also  accounted  for. 
Conspicuously  absent,  however,  are  flags  picturing  candidate  Breckinridge.  As  of  today, 
however,  all  of  that  has  changed. 

"This  literally  may  well  be  a  once-in-a-lifetime  opportunity,"  said  Slater.  "For  the  top 
collectors  of  important  political  memorabilia  this  is  the  proverbial  missing  link.  There's  a 
good  chance  that  another  one  of  these  flags  will  never  present  itself  again. 
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The  flag  has  already  received  the  minimum  opening  bid  of  $75,000,  which  immediately 
establishes  it  as  the  highest-priced  American  political  flag  banner,  eclipsing  the  $70,000 
hammer  price  attained  by  Heritage  Auctions  for  a  Lincoln  portrait  flag  in  February  2007. 
With  strong  interest  already  indicated  by  several  of  the  most  sophisticated  American 
historical  textile  collectors,  there's  no  telling  how  high  is  up  for  this  unprecedented 
opportunity."
